ROUSING REPUBLICAN RALLY

to $2,200,313,159. Yet the net operat- 
ing revenue increased but 22.4 per cent.

"A NATION’S LOSS” 
To the Editor of the ‘Transcript: 

The atlitude of the women of Kurope 
as | saw them during the urst year of 
the world-war, has profoundly modiied 
my opinion of woman sulirage. 
the soidiers had gone to tne tront tne 
women of the beiigerent and armed- 
neutral countries quickly and matter-ol- 
tact-ly stepped into tne men’s places 
and took up their work, in oilices and 
worksnops, in hotels and factories, be- 
hind tne plough or at tne desk of the 
journalist or the business manager. By 
tne thousands they volunteered 
government or military service, in postal 
and telegraph work, bicycle messenger 
corps, signalling stations, train and 
street-car service, and even as aviators, 
teamsters and drivers of motor-trucks 
and ambulances near the ring line. 1 
saw eignt thousand young Swiss women, 
trained nurses and medical students, 
mobilize in twenty-four nours witn tne 
Swiss army for field hospital and am- 
bulance work. Many more thousands 
volunteered tor work 1p the internauional 
bureaus, for the excnange ol prisoners 
or the tracing of the “mussing’’, or are 
carrying on tne correspondence of ‘tne 
interned”’ with their tamies at home 
(wnich must always be done indirectly 
through a third, neutral person). And 
everywhere, among representatives of 
all countries and ail classes, tne same 
spirit reigns, the spirit of strength, ot 
courage and calm endurance, of practi- 
cal good sense and executive abiuty, of 
moral elevation and spiritual beauty.

paratively slight. 
the other hand, individualism is culti- 
vated, the ballot counts for much, and 
should, according to the democratic 
theory, be representative of all the 
people in all classes of the community. 
if a test exists for the privilege of tne 
ballot it should, then, be a test that is 
reasonably obtainaple by all classes of 
the people, and wholly imparual. To 
bar out, on the sole ground of sex, a 
human being of proper age, fair intelli- 
gence and good character, able to meet 
all the tests required for male sutirage, 
capable of serving the country well in 
one position or another, both in peace 
and war—such arbitrary exclusion is a 
failure of representative democracy, and 
an actual loss to the nation itself, 
whether in its present hours of ease, or 
in those that may be before it of pain 
and anguish!

New Jersey and Suffrage 

On Tuesday two political machines in 
New Jersey combined forces to defeat 
the constitutional amendment  per- 
mitting women to vote. There was no 
concealment .of the purpose or the 
activity of the professional politicians; 
not the smallest effort was made to 
disguise the fact that every party mem- 
ber, Hepublican or Democratic, who 
was responsive to the lash or the word 


The machine vote was not the only 
vote cast against the amendment. It is 
open to some question whether it was 
the decisive fraction of the total vote. 
But what is interesting and instructive 
to note is that all that the political boss 
could do he did; that he recognized in 
the woman vote a peril; that he saw in 
the extension of the franchise a danger 


to himself, and he acted on this per-— 


ception. 

Thousands of men who do not believe 
women should vote expressed their con- 
viction on their ballots. The question is 
one on which there is honest ditlerence 
of opinion, and it is neither accurate 
nor fair to describe the opponents of 
sulfrage as boss controlled or to insist 
that the result was merely machine 
made. 

But the women have, in their New 
Jersey battle, successfully demonstrated 
that in the ranks of those who oppose 
them are all tne elements which have in 


recent years earned and received the ~ 


punishment which the community has 
felt ‘the proper portion of the boss and 
the machimst, the ward heeler and the 
corruplionist. 

“> A-deteat such as that in New Jersey 
will not discourage. The very size of 
the vote cast for sutlrage is an evidence 
of the popular support already enlisted. 
But a defeat witn such foes is in itself 
a half victory. If the women of the 
country can continue to demonstrate 
that their cause is opposed by the pro- 
fessional politicians as a unit, if, they 
can continue to show that it is the boss 
who fears most, that the boss fears and 
fignts—then their battle will be won 
on the lace of the evidence.-—New York 
Tribune.

$15,000,000. or $20,000,000 or $24;000,- 
000 (we forget which); but we never 
were good at figures anyway. It is 
great news when, in spite of a deficit, 
you can still have a surplus. 

Some time or other we may ask Mr. 
Burleson to let us know whether the 
expense of running the postoffice is 
greater than the receipts, or, not to be 
too blunt, whether the postoffice is run 
at a profit or aloss. This would include, 
of course, the item of how much rent 
the postoffice is paying, or ought to 
pay, and, in fact, just what should or 
should not, or is or is not, charged up 
to it. 

We don’t want to know this now. 
We couldn’t stand too much accuracy 
on the part of any government official 
or too many figures. Enough is as good 
as a feast. When Mr. Burleson is able 
to produce a cash surplus out of a yearly 
deficit, that’s enough for the present.— 
Life.

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THE INCOME TAX 


The citizens of the State will decide at 
the election November 2, whether or 
not to accept the amendment to the 
constitution providing for an income 
tax. 

This is one of the most important 
questions submitted to the people of 
tne State for years, but interest in it has 
been overshadowed by the “votes for 
women” issue. While there is some 
opposition to-the passage of the income 
tax bill, no campaign has been waged, 
and the purpose of this article is to in- 
form tne citizens of the State .and the 
readers of the Post just what they are 
voting on and what tne reasons are for 
putting this question on the ballot. 

Although the adoption of the income 
tax amendment will vitally affect the 
unopposed reform of the taxation sys- 
tem, now in its first stages, and there- 
tore the pocketbooks of ail the citizens, 
very littie is generally known about the 
purpose of the amendment. 

‘ne question, togetner with the 
articie of amendment as it will appear 
on the bailot at the State election is as 
follows: . 

“Shall the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution 
relative to the taxation of incomes 
and the granting of reasonable ex- 
emptions be approved and ratitied? 

“Full power and authority are 
hereby given and granted to the 
general court to impose and levy a 
tax on income in the manner here- 
inatter provided, Such tax may be 
at auuerent rates upon income de- 
rived trom dilierent classes of . 
property, but shall be levied at a 
unuorm rate throughout the com- 
monwealth upon incomes derived 

from tne same class of property. 

‘Lhe general court may tax income 
not aerived from. property at a 
lower rate than income derived 
from property, and may grant rea- 
sonable exemptions and abate- 
ments. Any class of property the 
income from which is taxed under 
the provisions of this article may be 
exemptea from the imposition and 
levying of proportional and reason- 
able assessments, rates and taxes as 
at present authorized by the Con- 
stitution. ‘his article shall not be 
construed to limit the power of the 
general court to impose and levy 
reasonable duties and excises. 

“and if said article shall appear 
to be approved by a majority of the 
persons voting thereon, it shall be 
deemed and taken to be ratified 
and adopted by the people.” 


tax rate, or which will have a low tax 
rate as a result of the removal of his 
property to within its borders. For 
instance, last year a very wealthy citizen 
who was a taxpayer in a community 
close to Boston, where the tax rate was 
about $15 on $1000, took up his bed 
and other personal property amounting 
to about $750,000, and moved to the 
little town of Orleans on the Cape. The 
tax rate in the town of Orleans was re- 
duced to $3 immediately and the town 
was so prosperous that its citizens had 
to stay up late nights to think of ways 
of spending the money paid in taxes of 
the rich man. 


The community near Boston in the 
meanwhile had hard work maintaining 
its schools. The rich man saved about 
$12 per $1000 on his taxation by re- 
moving to the small town. 


It is because of these and other con- 
ditions that it has been found necessary 
to open up a way to the reformation of 
the taxation system through an amend- 

-ment-to the Constitution since the 
‘Supreme Court has repeatedly declared 
changes made by the Legislature to be 
unconstitutional. : 

The passage of the amendment will 
not mean that anything has been accom- 
plished towards taxation reform, It 
will simply be the first step towards 
giving the Legislature constitutional 
power to separate property into different 
classes. It may, give the Legislature the 
right to provide that some classes of 
property shall not be taxed on their 
capital value, but rather on their in- 
conie. 

With the shift of the basis of taxation 
from the capital value of the piece of 
property to the income gained upon it, 
the proponents of the amendment pre- 
dict these among other results. in ex- 
plaining just what will be accomplished 
by the adoption of the amendment at 
the coming State election: 

1—T he tarmers’ tools and animals, as 
well as household furniture, might be 
put in one class and not taxed with 
relation to the amount they cost or could 
be purchased for, but.rather on the 
amount of income they produce to the 
owner, 

2—It would be possible for the Legis- 
lature to provide that shares of stocks 
in foreign corporations, bonds, mort- 
gages upon real estate and other kinds 
oi securities be exempted from taxation 
upon the value upon which they are 
bought or sold, and be taxed with refer- 
ence to the income they yield. 

3—It might be provided that incomes 
should be taxed alike in every town and 
city in the State, thus preventing men

The laws have not been enforced for 
various reasons; first, because of the 
laws affecting personal property, such 
as stocks, bonds and other forms of 
credit, and money. This kind of prop- 
erty can easily be concealed from the 
assessor and quite generally has been 
hidden, perhaps in the safety vault or 
under the mattress or perhaps in the 
teapot over the kitchen shelf, but always | 
away from the prying eye of the assessor. | 


Perhaps in the nature of things there 
is some justification for concealing this 
class of personal property, since under 
the laws providing that the capital 
value of this property shall be taxed, 
should the assessors locate the bonds 
the tax imposed in the cities and towns 
of this State would take away from 30 
to 60 per cent of the income which the 
securities bring to the owner. 

As a result of this system there is 
every inducement for people to evade 
the law. There are cases on record 
where perjury has been committed, In 
other cases men have taken up a resi- 
dence in the town which has the lowest

Some Election Thoughts | 


Predicting the size of a man’s vote is 
a pretty difficult task, and one who 
attempts it under usual conditions sur- 
rounding a_ political contest must be 
charged with considerable courage.

reached. Estimating the figures on a 
percentage basis, it is diffreult to see how 
there is likely to be cast next-Tuesday, 
if it is a good day, less than 480,000 | 
votes. How will this vote be divided? 

It is doubtful if there is a_ single 
student of voting in Massachusetts who 
believes that the Progressive pdrty can | 
this year secure over - 10,000 votes. , 
“Blanks” and a distribution of the vote 
usually going to the Socialist and So- | 
sialist Labor parties combined are esti- | 
mated to call for about 12,000 more. 
Governor Walsh received last year one 
of the largest votes ever given to a 
Democrat in Massachusetts, and it is 
doubtful if it is possible for him to in- 
crease that vote to any appreciable 
extent. Giving to him the same number 
of votes received last year we have 
accounted for 232,000 votes, with a 
balance, on a total vote of 480,000, 
of 248,000 votes to be divided between 
Mr. Shaw, the Prohibition candidate, 
and Mr. McCall, the Republican 
nominee. To defeat Governor Walsh, 
Mr. McCall must receive any number 
in excess of the 210,000 votes allowed 
him. Give Mr. McCall 210,000 votes 
and 38,000 votes are left to Mr. Shaw, 
or in other words, it would be necessary 


‘for Mr. Shaw to get 38,000 votes in 


order to defeat Governor Walsh, basing 
the figures for all candidates upon the 
most reliable estimate that can be made 
of the strength of each of the well 
known candidates throughout the Com 


monwealth. Here then is the story of 
the possibility of defeating Governor 
Walsh, and it is put clearly up to the 
vote that it is possible for Mr. Shaw to 
get, of which 90 per cent or more must 
be taken from the Republican party. 
No one believes that Mr. Shaw can 
secure anything like 38,000 votes, ex- 
cept those who are carried away - by 
their enthusiasm for his campaign and 
their adherence to his one single issue. 

Taking the figures representing the 
majorities in the different counties in 
1914, and the expected majorities in 
1915, it will agatnbe'seen that there is 
every promise that Mr. McCall will be 
elected by a plurality close to 15,000 
votes. An analysis of these figures .will 
be interesting, particularly when it is 
remembered that the estimated plu- 
ralities in the different counties in 1915 
are much less than pluralities secured 
by the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor in the times when the Republican 
party .was in its ascendancy here in 
Massachusetts.

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ELECTION DAY TUESDAY 
Interest in State Election Keen and 


a Heavy Vote Expected. Polls 
Open at 6 A. M. 


Election day next Tuesday. The 
polls open at 6 a.m. and may be closed 
at 4 o'clock. The voting this year is 
expected to be the heaviest cast for a 
long time, and many look to see all 
records broken. This will be due to 
the fact that there is an unusual amount 


of interest in the gubernatorial contest, 
with Governor David |. Walsh, Samuel 
W. McCall, and William Shaw in a 
lively three-cornered tight. The latter 
is a resident of Andover and it will be 
interesting to compare the result of the 
voting for these three candidates. 

Mr. McCall was the candidate of the 
Republican party last year and was 
defeated by Governor David I. Walsh 
by only a smali majority. This defeat 
of Mr. McCall is properly attributed to 
the elforts of the Progressives, led by 
Charles Sumner Bird, who secured over | 
35,000 votes, while Mr. McCall was | 
only about 8000 votes behind Mr | 
Walsh. The Progressive party has been 
practically eliminated this year and the . 
leading progressives have gone back | 
into the Republican ranks. Mr. Bird | 
has come out openly for Mr. McCall 
and is campaigning in his interests. 

Mr. McUall has made two trips to 
Andover since the political campaign 
opened, the first time as a candidate 
for the nomination and again last Sat- 
urday afternoon as the nominee and | 
candidate for the governorship. He 
has left a very favorable impression with 
the voters who have been fortunate 
enough to hear him, and the rally last 
Saturday afternoon, attended by about 
100 voters, gave him a cordial reception. 
He made a short address, calling the 
attention of those about him to the uns | 
fortunate condition that the country is 
in under Democratic rule, and urged | 
the voters, through his election, to enter | 
a protest against the extravagance and | 
mismanagement that has marked the 
service of the Democratic party. He 
emphasized the fact that only the de- 
plorable war on the other side of the 
ocean had saved this country from hard 
times and suffering. What the condi- 
tion of this country might have been 
but for the war he t dare to say. 
On State issues Mrif McCall said that 
the same conditions have existed and 
that altogether too much money -was 
being wasted by the numberless com- 
missions and special committees.

Coolidge spoke very interestingly of 
State extravagance under Democratic 


rule and urged the voters to repudiate . 


this extravagance by electing a Re- 
publican ticket from top to bottom. 

Mr. Cushing urged a return to Re- 
publican principles in state and national 
affairs and hoped that Mr. McCall 
would get a substantial majority in the 
election next Tuesday. | 

Mr. Cox in his address criticized his 
opponent, Mr. Sullivan, for his efforts 
to fool the voters into thinking that the 
office of District Attorney should be 
kept out of politics. Mr. Cox argued 
that every citizen has a right to aspire 
for any office and that by the voters’ 
choice can the best man win. He 
pleaded his cause in his usual pleasing 
manner and was given a generous ap- 
plause at its close. 

There is a contest for the position of

PROHIBITION RALLY 


Large Audience in ‘Town Hall on 
Monday Evening Hear Prohibition 
Discussed. Mr. Shaw Speaks. 


The Prohibition rally held in the town 
hall on Monday evening, when William 
Shaw of Ballardvale, the party’s candi- 
date for Governor, was the main speaker 
of the evening, brought out a large num- 
ber of voters. ‘There were also several 
ladies present, those who could not firid 
seats in the gallery being given seats 
on the main floor. 

Mr. Shaw was escorted from the 
Boston and Maine station by the 
Kallardvale Drum Corps. He held a 
short informal reception before the rally 
opened and the Drum Corps rendered 
several selections. The rally was pre- 
sided over by Kev. William E. Lom- 
bard of the Baptist church, and prayer 
was ollered by Kev. A. H. Fuller, pastor 
of the church in Ballardvale to which 
Mr. Shaw belongs. 

The Prohibition Quartet then sang 
some of the campuigi songs which 
‘greatly pleased tne audience. ‘The 
songs were of a rag-time nature, with 
words suitable for Prohibition cam- 
paigning. One of the songs, which the 
leader announced was Mr. Shaw’s 
favorite, was entitled ‘‘ Chew the Hag,” 
a signilicant line announcing that 

“Senator Lodge didn’t dare to 

chew the rag and Weeks did it for 
him.” 

The first speaker of the evening was 
Arthur J. Davis, Superintendent of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Saloon League. Mr. 
Davis occupied his allotted time in pre- 
senting the cause of temperance and in 
urging the voters to cast their ballots 
for Mr. Shaw as a rebuke to the two 
great parties for not adopting a pro- 
nibition piank in their platforms. He 
spoke of the fights which the Anti- 
Saloon League has occasionally had 
with the leaders and oflicers of the two 
great parties and of tne help that is 
promised if Mr. Shaw’s elecuon can be 
brought about. 

Mr. Shaw followed Mr. Davis, and 
for an hour he poured forth in his fluent 
and well-known manner the hot shot 
which has featured his campaign 
throughout the State. He spared 
neither tne Republican nor Democratic 
party, but the latter organization came 
an for more bouquets than did the 
former. He criticized the Republican 
leaders for not endorsing the prohibi- 
tion plank which he and his colleagues 
had _urged prior to the convention, and 
said that in an interview with Mr. 
McCall he threatened political annihi- 
lation for him and his party should: he 
refuse to have the plank injected. 

in opening his: address Mr. Shaw 
said he was glad to see so, qo familiar 
faces in the hall and to ‘see such en- 
thusiasm as was shown for prohibition. 
He said that it reminded him of a town 
meeting except that instead of having 


J) a’seat"on tne "main: floor, as was his 


usual custom, he was on the platform. 
He sdid that his family: had~ pleaded 
with him not to go into politics but that 
his conscience urged him to, and he 
was now making a fight for purity for 
the homes, the wives and the children. 

Mr. Shaw quoted “an editorial from 
the Townsman in which, he claimed, 
the editor had urged the Republicans 
to stand by the ticket, as a vote for him 
was half a vote for Governor Walsh. 
He said he wished to impress on the 
voters that a vote for him meant that 
the one who cast it was not afraid to 
stand by what he thought was for the 
best interests of the community. Mr. 
Shaw declared that he was not in league 
with the Democrats to help re-elect 
Governor Walsh at the expense of Mr. 
McCall, but was im the figne solely as an 
enemy of the liquor traffic and this was 
the one issue alone on which he was 
directing tne fight. He deciared that 
the two leading parties were allied with 
the liquor interests and hoped that all 
voters would remember this when they 
went to the polls. He continued by 
saying that Governor Walsh and Mr. 
McCall had gone through the State 
discussing the milk question but never 
saying a word about the liquor ques- 
tion. He clainied-that while talking to 
the farmers they “would promise a 
larger revenue for their goods, and when 
in the city talking to the dealers they 
too much. ‘This, he said, was done to 
and. the dealers’ vote:in the other... He 
jokingly said that he had heard so much 
about milk that whenever it appeared 
on his breakfast table it almost made 
him sick. 

Continuing he said that the candi- 
dates of the two big parties shy at the 
word ‘whiskey’? and seem not to be 
aware that it is the great corruptor of 
morals in the State. 

“The citizens of Massachusetts have 
no choice between the dominant parties 
with reference to their attitude toward 
the legalized liquor traflic. The Re- 
publican party, by tradition and per- 
sonnel, ought to stand for childhood, 
the home and the school, against the 
saloon. It has had the power almost 
without interruption for fifty years and 
has permitted the liquor traflic to in- 
trencn itself in Massachusetts more 
urmly than in any other State in the 
Union. It has refused us the privilege 
of the referendum which made possible 
tne victory of prohibition in eleven of 
our sister States during the past twelve 
months. It has compelled us to wage 
this campaign on political lines in order 
to register our protest against the con- 
tinued partnership of Massachusetts in 
the liquor tratlic, and I am determined 
to use every influence in my power to 
secure the recognition of the righteous 
principle of pronibition in our State.”

The convention is called to instill 
greater interest in home and foreign 
missions, to secure the’ partici- 
pation of a greater number of men in 
active church life and work and to 
emphasize the adequacy of the gospel 
to meet modern social conditions. 

The convention in Boston will be 
but one of seventy-five such conven- 
tions to be held in as many cities of 
the country during the coming 
months, all culminating in a Nation- 
al Missionary convention at Washing- 
ton next April. 

Most etticient organization commit- 
tees are in’charge of the plans for the 
Boston-convention. Every denomina- 
tion to be represented has already 
held a meeting of prominent laymen 
and appointed committees to see that 
the convention is well attended, The 
Congregationalists have pledged 1000 
delegates, the Baptists 1000 and the 
Methodists and Episcopalians are 
working to secure their proportionate 
share of the representation.

He said that 
the consular service had suffered greatly 
owing to the fact that incompetents 
had been placed in important posts re- 
gardless of their familiarity either with 
the language or duties of the office. 
Another feature of misgovernment was 
the attitude of. the war department in 
closing the Watertown arsenal and 
parts of the Charlestown navy yard 
when the country is clamoring for pre- 
paredness and when the manufacture | 
of munitions of war should be rushed 
with all speed. Speaking of the Mexi- 
can situation Mr. Dallinger said that 
it would have been much better for 
our government to have done nothing 
than to have been made to look foolish 
before the eyes of the world. 

In closing, Mr. Dallinger urged the 
voters to stand by Mr. McCall and the 
entire publican ticket, as with a 
return’ to power it would mean a re- 
turn to better times with a protective 
tariff, a merchant marine, preparedness, 
and all things to reconstruct the nation. 


The next-speaker of the evening was 
Hon. John Jacob Rogers of Lowell. 
He opened his remarks by, saying that 


he did not like to strike a note of 
discord in the campaign, as everyone, 
Democrats as well as Republicans, were

respective parties can offer. He said 
that the Democratic party was a 
pretty good party but it frequently 
yandered from the straight and narrow 
path. Mr. Rogers continuing said that 
there were many vital issues in the 
conduct of the administration that 
needed attention, and that he would 
touch on a few of those. He exposed, 
in his able manner, the working of the 
treasury department, where the work- 
ing surplus fund turned over by the 
Republicans, amounting to $150,000,- 
0CO, was reduced to $80,000,000, and 
by juggling figures over night it was 
raised to $168,000,000. He then spoke 
of the extravagance of the adminis- 
tration and of the efforts of the southern 
voters to force the New England manu- 
facturers to come to their terms or go 
out of business. 

Mr. Rogers also spoke of the work- 
ing of the tariff by which this country 
was seriously affected at the present 
time. He quoted an interesting inci- 
dent in which Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield was endeavoring to encourage 


business in Switzerland rather than 
to assist the New England manu- 
facturers of the same goods. He said 


he mentioned these incidents just to 
show up the incompetence of the 
officials in Washington’ and urged the 
voters: to vote for Republican officials 
at every opportunity. . 

In closing, Mr. Rogers paid a very 
high tribute to the worth of Mr. McCall. 
He said that he had been elected to 
Congress shortly after Mr. McCall had 
left that body, but the impression that

great man might well be proud. He 
quoted an incident in which two of his 
colleagues, a Democrat and a Re- 
publican, had agreed that the speeches 
made by Mr. McCall were among the 
best of thousands made before the 
members of Congress.

temperance cause in Massachusetts, 
and said that from statistics of men who 
had studied the ‘question from every.

carefully compiled it was found that 
there was less crime and vice in licensed 
Massachusetts than in many of the 
prohibition States.

You are hereby required on or before Dec. 1, 
1915, to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths 
on your property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
381, Acts of 1905, as amended by Chapter 268, 
Acts of 1906, which requires cities and towns to 
destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests of 
the gypsy and brown tail moths under heavy 
penalty for failure to comply with the provisions 
of the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs 
caterpillars, pupae and nests then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same, and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value 
of the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien 
on the land. (See Section 6, Chapter 381, on 
reverse.) 

The selectmen ask owners ‘and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on 
their premises. Citizens who have cleaned their 
premises of the moths, but find their trees endan- 
gered by the neglect of owners of adjoining estates 
should make complaint to the selectmen. The 
infestation of a residential neighborhood by the 
neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. 
Careful search should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. 
Trees in which cavities occur and which it is not 
desirable to cut should have the cavities tinned or 
cemented. This is important. The present and 
future cost of combating this insect can be greatly 
reduced by cutting and burning worthless brush, 
hollow trees, etc. A few trees well cared for are 
more valuable to the property owner and the
